. Identical with Martin Bormann. 

Mr. Bruesselbach said he had no further information 
concerning this matter except that Mr. Hess® said he had seen 
the owner of the Heavenly Charco Burgers and felt that he bore 
a close resemblance to the picture recently published in the 
Reader's Digest. 

On July 26, 1965, Mr. Bruce Katchen, 3825 Mariposa 
Street, Denver, Colorado, advised that ha owned the shopping 
center where the Heavenly Charco Burgers establishment is 
located and that the owner of this establishment is Mr. Fnil 
(No Middle Name) Meyers, who resides at 1181 South Colorado 
Boulevard, Denver, Colorado.
